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Campus couple 
raise questions

Earl and 

Jeanette Spangler Jpj! 
were awakened at 
8:00 a.m. on the 
day after Christmas by 
someone banging on their 
door. The person beating 
on the door was campus 
police Officer Rodney 
Christian. The Spanglers, 
who live at the University 
Court Apartments, knew 
Christian and were scared 
to open the door because 
of previous encounters. 
The Spanglers didn’t 
answer the door, and 
Christian left. 

When Christian 
returned, Earl Spangler 
recorded every sound of 
the ordeal with the tape 
recorder he uses for class. 

According to Christ¬ 
ian’s police report, on 
December 26, 1999 at 
8:08 a.m., he received a 
call from Judy Ackley, 



who is Jeanette’s 
k mother. Ackley asked 
■ Christian if he would 
check on the well¬ 
being of her daughter, 
because she had 
missed the family’s 
Christmas dinner. Christ¬ 
ian told Ackley he would 
check on Jeanette’s wel¬ 
fare. Ackley did confirm 
that she did make this call. 

At 8:10 a.m., Christian 
knocked on the Spanglers’ 
door and received no 
response. 

Christian left the 
apartment complex to 
open the door of the Uni¬ 
versity Center for a stu¬ 
dent worker. Thirty-min¬ 
utes later, Christian 
returned to the Spanglers’ 
apartment and knocked on 
the door loudly and still 
received no response, 
according to the police 
report. 

At 8:45 a.m., Christian 
located U.C. Apartment 
Manager Sharon Manson. 

Manson attempted to 
unlock the Spangler’s 
door without telling the 
Spanglers who it was and 
what they wanted. 

Manson was unable to 
unlock the door because 
the Spanglers had locks 
on the inside also. On the 
Spanglers’ audio tape. 


Christian and Manson 
never identify themselves 
or state their purpose. 
Christian is heard saying, 
“You better open up, or 
I’m going to break the 
door down.” 

At 8:55 a.m., Christian 
called campus police 
Chief Ron Parker to 
advise him of the situa¬ 
tion. Parker told Christian 
to break a window and 
enter the apartment. While 
Christian was on the 
phone with Parker, Earl 
was on the phone with a 
911 dispatcher. 

At 9:10 a.m., the 
Spanglers’ tape records 
Christian beating on the 
windows with his police 
baton until one of the win¬ 
dows broke. The captured 
sounds are of the shatter¬ 
ing glass and the noise of 
Officer Christian prying 
the blinds open to look in 
the apartment. Earl 
screamed to the dispatch¬ 
er, “He just broke my 
window!” Christian 
radioed Shreveport Police 
Department for assistance. 

At 9:15 a.m., two SPD 
Officers arrived at the 
scene. Shortly after the 
SPD officers arrived, Earl 
opened the door. (Contin¬ 
ued on page 4)

Earl tells the SPD officers, 
on die tape, that he refused

The tape records 
that no one asked about the 
welfare of Jeanette when 
iie officers entered the 
apartment. 

By 9:40 a.m., two more 
SPD officers arrived, one a 
supervisor. Everyone in the 
apartment waited for Park¬ 
er to arrive from his home 


in Bossier City. 

When Parker arrived at 
the Spanglers’ apartment, 
the Spanglers had been told 
by SPD officers that an 
officer can enter a person’s 
residence when investigat¬ 
ing a welfare call. 

Parker told the Span¬ 
glers that when someone 
calls police with a “con¬ 
cern over someone’s wel¬ 
fare,” it gives the police 
the right to enter the pri¬ 
vate home of American cit¬ 


izens at 8:00 in the morn¬ 
ing. 

The problems had actu¬ 
ally begun a month earlier- 

Mr. and Mrs. Spangler 
are a young married cou¬ 
ple. They attend classes on 
campus and live a regular 
life at the University Court 
Apartments. The Spanglers 
feel they have learned first 
hand how some individuals 
with authority can malign 
freedom. 

On November 28, 


1999, Jeanette and Earl 
Spangler walked to the 
Business and Education 
Building to work on 
assignments due for class. 
The end of the semester 
was fast approaching. 

The Spanglers went to 
room BE 203 on the sec¬ 
ond floor and found the lab 
was occupied by only two 
other students, Bridgett 
Castille, the on-duty stu¬ 
dent worker, and Jacoby 
Darthard, an LSUS student

using the facility. When 
contacted, Brigett Castille 
refused to make any com¬ 
ments regarding the Span¬ 
glers 

Jeanette, who was a 
student worker like 
Castille, sat three seats 
away from Castille on the 
fourth row. Earl and 
Darthard sat in the back of 
the room tenth row. 

Weeks earlier, Jeanette 
had noticed a sign on the 
lab door stating the lab was

Accord¬ 
ing to Spangler, she is not 
given a reason for the ter¬ 
mination. Jones could 
offer this invesitgation: 
“No comment.”

The first incident in this story raises three good ques¬ 
tions. The first is “Why was Jeanette Spangler fired?” The 
Spanglers say they don’t know, and everyone else we ques¬ 
tioned said that they couldn’t tell us. Gloria Raines, vice 
chancellor in charge of student affairs explained, “Due to the 
litigous nature of our society, we simply can’t tell you.” 

This brings up an interesting second question: What 
rights do student workers have in Louisiana, a right to work 
state? If you work on campus, do you know the channels to 
go through if you are terminated without a given reason? 

The last question is simple and is always a point of 
contention at the end of the semester: Why are the computer 
labs closed during finals? Yes, students staff them and stu¬ 
dent workers have finals also, but the nature of this com¬ 
muter campus means that almost all of the students here 
have to go to work the week of finals.

going to be closed due to 
the lack of personnel. 

Jeanette said she volun¬ 
teered ta oversee-the 4ab 
during pre-finals and finals 
week. Jeanette was told 
that she could work, but a 
few days later she was told 
that she couldn’t. 

When Jeanette asked 
questions about why she 
couldn’t help out, she was 
told by Associate Profes¬ 
sor Donna Austin and Stu¬ 
dent worker 


supervisor/graduate student 
Alice Green that Charlotte 
Jones, Dean of the College 
of Business, had said due 
to monetary reasons any 
more open hours would 
exceed the budget. 

The sign stayed posted. 
Jeanette was a student 
worker and knew that there 
were two unfilled student 
worker positions. Jeanette 
feels the excuse of the bud¬ 
get was an easy way for 
her supervisors to lie to

her. In her mind, Jeanette 
felt she and the rest of the 
students were also being 
lied to. Jeanette says she “ 
was also instructed to lie to 
students who wanted to use 
the color printer in BE 203. 
She was told to tell stu¬ 
dents, “Go to Kinko’s” 

That particular Sunday 
afternoon, Jeanette and 
Castille had a conversation. 
According to Jeanette they 
had a minor disagreement. 


Castille has refused to 
comment on the conversa¬ 
tion. Then Castille went to 
the phone in the back of 
the room and called for 
security. 

According to the cam¬ 
pus police report for 
November 28, 1999, when 
the campus police arrived, 
Castille said to Officer 
Rodney Christian she was 
being harassed and made to 
feel threatened by Jeanette. 

Jeanette said she asked 


Jacoby Darthard if she had 
raised her voice or had 
threatened Castille. 
According to Jeanette, 
Darthard said all he could 
tell was that she and 
Castille were just talking. 

It was at this time that 
Castille left the room. The 
Spanglers said they waited 
for Castille to return to the 
room to see if they had to 
leave.

The “Manhattan” project moves in

Things will be 
perking up for the 
University Center in 
March. The Food Ser¬ 
vice area in the UC, 
after being vacant for 
over a year now, will soon 
be opening its doors as The 
Manhattan, a New York 
style deli and coffee house. 

James Beene and 
Grayson Bailey, who start¬ 
ed The Manhattan New 
York Deli and Coffee 
House on Milam Street in 
Downtown Shreveport, 
have entered into a one- 
year agreement with LSUS 
to open in the UC the sec¬ 
ond establishment in what 
the duo hopes will become 
The Manhattan franchise. 

Beene and Bailey origi¬ 
nally approached Cindy 
Armstrong, Director of 
Auxiliary Entertainment, 
about putting a coffee cart 
on campus, but became 


interested in open¬ 
ing a full-service 
coffee house and 
deli when Arm¬ 
strong informed 
them about the 
availability of the 
Food Service area 
which has been vacant 
since December 1998 when 
the University’s contract 
with Mel’s Catering 
expired. 

Mike Ferrell, Vice 
Chancellor of Business 
Affairs, attributed the 
extended vacancy of the 
Food Service area to the 
inability to find a food ser¬ 
vice provider to accept the 
bid that the University sent 
out to 25 such providers 
throughout the United 
States and even Canada 
when the area first became 
available. 

Ferrell was becoming 
concerned that the only 
way in which LSUS would 
be able to provide students 


with campus dining would 
be to subsidize it with 
additional student fees. 

“We may still be facing 
that prospect if students 
and faculty don’t come out 
to support The Manhattan,” 
Ferrell said. 

Armstrong explained 
that the university was not 
too concerned about lack 
of support, however, and 
was in fact investing 
money in the renovation of 
the kitchen and dining 
areas in order to create a 
cozier, more inviting 
atmosphere for students. 
“We are very excited. 
James and Grayson have a 
terrific game plan, and I 
think it’s going to be a 
win-win situation for 
everyone,” Armstrong 
said. 

Beene and Bailey will 
be providing the same 
basic service that seems to 
be bringing them success 
downtown, but will be 


delivering it in a manner 
that is highly tailored to the 
students. Beene explained 
that they are going for a 
trendier look in their Uni¬ 
versity location, similar to 
that of Central Perk, the 
coffee house on the televi¬ 
sion show Friends. 

The gathering area will 
have coffee tables and 
couches as well as tables 
and chairs. Other consid¬ 
erations include televi¬ 
sions, pool tables, a stage 
and computers with inter¬ 
net access. 

The duo intends to do 
more than just profit off of 
the community they serve. 
“We want to become part 
of the student community 
and the LSUS team so that 
the university’s success, 
the students’ success and 
our success are a team 
effort,” Beene said. 

In their university loca¬ 
tion, they plan to spotlight 
student art and talent; they 


intend to have “cram ses¬ 
sions” during the week 
before mid-term and final 
exams, which would 
involve extended hours and 
student specials; they hope 
to become a meeting place 
for the various campus 
organizations; and, 
depending on the degree of 
student support they 
receive, they will extend 
their hours beyond regular 
University hours to include 
evenings and possibly holi¬ 
days. 

Ferrell, Armstrong, 
Beene and Bailey have all 
expressed and demonstrat¬ 
ed their willingness to do 
whatever is in their power 
to make this venture work, 
but the success of The 
Manhattan really depends 
on student and faculty sup¬ 
port. Cindy Armstrong

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Open Positions Raise Concerns in the SGA

Although 
the Student 
Government 
Association 
(SGA) had its weekly Monday 
night meeting last week, a lack of 
senators resulted in there being no 
official vote on any business. 

A total of eight senators were 
not present at the February 7th 
meeting and three of the senators 
were past the SGA’s limits con¬ 
cerning absences from meetings. 

If there aren’t enough atten¬ 
dees, the SGA constitution states 
that no official voting can be done. 
As of last week’s meeting, there 
were nine open seats available 
because of the resignation and dis¬ 


charge of former senators from last 
semester. 

Senator Chris Edney said that 
he believes that the recent loss of 
senators is typical of the problem 
that the SGA has had in the past 
with communicating with students. 

“Basically it’s the same prob¬ 
lem we’ve always had,” Edney 
said. “We need to get the word 
out about SGA, then we can get 
some more dedicated people in 
here.” 

During the last few semesters, 
student participation has continual¬ 
ly been a problem for the SGA. 

Last Fall’s senatorial elections 
resulted in only a 3% voter turnout 
and concerns have already been 
raised by the senators over the 
possibility of another low voter 
turnout during the upcoming 


March 20-26 elections. 

Stephanie Lavery, SGA Vice 
President, believes that while such 
public attempts at student attention 
as “In You Face Day” and newspa¬ 
per ads have help raise the SGA’s 
profile in the 
past, much of 
the interest in 
student govem- 
ment still comes 
from word-of- 
mouth. 

Edne^ 1,1 make U a 
point to con¬ 
stantly speak to everyone in my 
classes about SGA,” Lavery said. 

To be become a new senator 
when there is no election, a LSUS 
student needs to be appointed by 
SGA President Stephanie McK- 
inzie. 


He or she would also have to 
be approved by 2/3 of the senators. 
During the February 7th meeting, 
such ideas as newspaper ads, 
posters, and word-of-mouth were 
suggested to 
invite more stu¬ 
dents to take pan 
in SGA. 

“Even if we 
have a full sen¬ 
ate, we always 
encourage visi¬ 
tors,” Lavery 
said. “We are 

constantly opened to student opin¬ 
ion .’’The SGA urges any students 
interested in the vacant positions 
to attend the weekly SGA meet¬ 
ings on Monday nights at 6:30 
p.m. in the Desoto Room of the 
University Center.

Steps forward: LSUS daycare survey

A committee headed by 
counselor Paula Atkins is 
currently investigating the 
need for an on-campus 
child care program at 
LSUS. 

The committee is wait¬ 
ing on the results of an 
assessment questionnaire 
they distributed last week 
to determine if a child care 
program is needed, and if 
so, what kind of child care 
program. Factors important 
to determining what kind 
of program would be most 
useful are: the age of chil¬ 
dren to be taken care of, 
hours of the day the pro¬ 
gram should run, and days 
of the week the facility 
should operate. 

Campus daycare has 
been a topic of controversy 
because of funding. A 
number of students have 
voiced their opinion that it 
would be unfair to students 


who will not use the facili¬ 
ty to have to pay for it 
through fees. The idea of 
funding the program 
through student fees 
has been introduced 
at several SGA 
meetings but was 
not met with posi¬ 
tive reception. 

Atkins is now look¬ 
ing for funding 
sources primarily 
external to the Uni¬ 
versity. “I get a sense from 
the student body that 
they’re not interested in 
any more fees and I can 
certainly appreciate that.” 
Atkins said. 

Possible outside 
sources are: private donors; 
outsourcing-a completely 
independent business com¬ 
ing and running a child 
care service that would be 
separate from the Universi¬ 
ty altogether, other than 
sharing space; and state 
funded start-up grants. 

The federal government 
recently rewrote the Higher 
Education Act which 


opened up millions of dol¬ 
lars for on-campus child 
care centers in the form of 
grant money. This is why 
the current 
investigation 
into an LSUS 
child care pro¬ 
gram began. 

Student 
Affairs was 
charged with 
looking into the 
possibility of writ¬ 
ing for the new start-up 
grant but that was not fea¬ 
sible at the time. The grant 
renews every four years 
and Atkins hopes that by 
the next time the grant is 
available LSUS may be in 
a position to write for it. 

Atkins also hopes stu¬ 
dent workers could staff 
the facility and, in the 
event of outsourcing, 
internships from the col¬ 
lege of Business could be 
offered in the business 
department of the facility. 
That way more students 
than just parents could ben¬ 
efit from the child care 


program. 

Even if the committee 
decides to pursue plans of 
establishing a child care 


taken 

service on campus it will 
be at least several years 
until a child care service is 
actually up and running.

Somehow De Sade’s under¬ 
standing of what excited the 
minds and loins of even the most 
innocent bystanders on the road to 
sexual freedom rings'tnie. 

Surveys have found the prac¬ 
tice of S&M (sado-masochism) to 
be alive and well between 7 per¬ 
cent andl4 percent of the popula¬ 
tion, and interest about S&M to 
be up to 50 percent in the popula¬ 
tion.

You can 

find Neil Erwin, surrounded 
by lightning rods, at the 
offices of Wiener, Weiss, & 
Madison, which is on the top 
floor of the tallest 
building in down¬ 
town Shreveport- 
The Deposit Guaran¬ 
tee Building. 

For over 21 
years Erwin has 
served LSUS in a 
voluntary capacity in 
local matters such as 
public radio, land 
acquisitions, and 
joint projects with 
the City of Shreve¬ 


port. 

In fact, for the 
last seven years, 

Erwin has represented the uni¬ 
versity in ail legal matters- 
except tort claims-for a dis¬ 
counted fee. 

Erwin states that he 
believes his service to LSUS is 
1/3 professional and 2/3 vol¬ 
unteer. His commitment to 
Shreveport and LSUS is 
deeply rooted. 

Bom in Shreveport, Erwin 
grew up here and was a fresh¬ 
man at Capt. Shreve high 
school when it opened in 
1967, the same year that LSUS 
opened. 

He attended SMU and 
received his law degree from 
LSU Baton Rouge in 1977. He 
then worked as an assistant 
Shreveport City attorney while 
simultaneously starting The 
Louisiana Municipal Law 
Journal for the Louisiana 
Municipal Law Association. 

In 1979 he joined Wiener,

Another project that Erwin 
is excited about is the impend¬ 
ing agreement between LSUS 
and the city of Shreveport on 
the use of C. Bickham Dick¬ 
son Park. Erwin drew up the 
initial LSUS-City of Shreve¬ 
port agreement. The agreement 
has not been completed or 
signed, as it awaits the propos¬ 
al of a mission statement from 
Chancellor Marsala’s advisory 
committee. 

The committee is made up 
of members from LSUS, the 
City of Shreveport, and people 
who report to the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment. Ideally, LSUS and 
the City of Shreveport want 
faculty and students to perform 
real-life environmental studies 
to benefit the Red River Valley 
Area. 


With Erwin’s expertise as 
vice-chairman of Louisiana 
State Bar Association Adviso¬ 


ry Committee on Legal Spe¬ 
cialization in Environmental 
Law combined with the conve¬ 
nient location of a wetland 
right across the street, LSUS 
has a good chance at becoming 
a base for Red River Valley 
environmental studies. 

Erwin also volunteers as 
the Vice-Chairman for the 
Louisiana Endowment for the 
Humanities (LEH). The LEH 
supports the American Studies 
Program which hosts sympo¬ 
siums such as Feb. 18’s 
“Divided Highways: Route 66 
to 1-69 America’s Love Affair 
with the Open Road.” 

Erwin and the LEH have 
also helped to support Summer 
Teaching Institutes such as Dr. 
Rath’s Culture of India sympo¬ 
sium. 

These institutes teach 
teachers which helps to raise 
LSUS’s visibility to prospec¬ 
tive students through teacher 
testimony and word of mouth. 

Since the LSU System 
released its new funding for¬ 
mula, which is based primarily 
on graduate program activity, a 
major concern that Erwin has 
been assisting the Chancellor 
with is adding two more grad¬ 
uate programs to our current 
list of six. The new programs 
would be a Masters of Science 
and Healthcare Administration 


and a Masters of Science and 
Psychology-Counseling. 

They are also looking into 
inviting other 
campuses into 
offering joint 
programs here 
so that LSUS 
can obtain its 
share of fund¬ 
ing. There has 
also been dis¬ 
cussion about 
starting a doc- 
torship, possi¬ 
bly in educa- 

There is demand for the 
program in this area, and cur¬ 
rently the closest supply is at 
Tech. 

Last but not least, Erwin is 
involved with negotiations 
between Wiliis-Knighton 
(W/K) and LSUS. 

W/K is supportive of 
working to improve the LSUS 
campus image. Among sug¬ 
gested improvements being 
considered are landscaping 
and a signature fountain. 

Erwin does a lot of work 
for LSUS and says that he vol¬ 
unteers a large amount of time 
to the university because he 
believes that LSUS has an 
excellent student body and that 
the dedication of the students 
is strong. Erwin has even 
taken a few courses here him¬ 
self. 

His father, who is 88, 
became an avid LSUS student 
after he turned 65 and was 
exempt from tuition. Erwin 
says that he is happy to volun¬ 
teer discounted services for 
LSUS out of his deep-rooted 
sense of community involve¬ 
ment and responsibility and he 
has no plans for stopping any¬ 
time soon.

Campus highlight-LCPI helps police

The first floor of Bron¬ 
son Hall houses the state 
headquarters of the 
Louisiana Community 
Policing Institute, L.C.P.I. 
Though the name of this 
organization is unfamiliar 
to many LSUS students, it 
is likely that since its 
inception in the summer of 
1997, L.C.P.I. has been 
working behind the scenes 
in their very own neighbor¬ 
hoods to enhance public 
safety and improve the 
quality of life. 

Harold Ledford, Direc¬ 
tor of L.C.P.I., stated in the 
March 1999 issue of C.O.P. 
Times, published by the 
Louisiana Community 
Policing Institute, that the 
sole purpose of the Insti¬ 
tute is to promote commu¬ 
nity oriented policing, 
C.O.P., which has been 
responsible for the reduc¬ 
tion of crime rates like the 
infamous New Orleans 
homicide rate. The Insti¬ 
tute works with all mem¬ 
bers within a community 
from government, church 
and school officials to law 
enforcement officers to 
members of the media to 
individual citizens in an 
effort to involve everyone 
in solving the problems of 
that community. “Each of 
us has a responsibility to 
improve ourselves, our 
family, our neighborhood 
and our community,” Led¬ 
ford said. 

Locally, L.C.P.I. has 
teamed up with Shreveport 
Community Renewal. As 
part of their community 
renewal initiative, ICU’s, 


Internal Care Units, have 
been set up in areas of high 
crime. These are homes in 
which L.C.P.I. trained lead¬ 
ers reside in order to pro¬ 
vide residents of those 
neighborhoods who want 
to seek help for themselves 
and support for their com¬ 
munity with a place to 
turn. 

While 
an ICU 
will only 
be provid¬ 
ed in select 
areas, 
L.C.P.I. 
and the 
Shreveport- 
Bossier City Police Depart¬ 
ments have worked togeth¬ 
er to provide every district 
in Shreveport-Bossier with' 
a Community Liaison Offi¬ 
cer who works to address

in which L.C.P.I. is 
involved. Statewide, the 
Institute has awarded 
$64,000 in mini-grants to 
32 applicants. The recipi¬ 
ents, community 
groups with a law 
enforcement partner, 
are using the funds to 
establish various 
community outreach 
projects such as: 
community youth 
leadership programs, 
programs for senior 
citizens, a police 
sponsored park pro¬ 
gram for youth, and a 
Boys and Girls Box¬ 
ing Club. More mini- 
grants will be awarded in 
2000. 

In addition to providing 
project funding, the Insti¬ 
tute’s statewide efforts in 
1999 included providing 

training for 
2,312 
peace offi¬ 
cers and 
741 com¬ 
munity 
members 
for a total 
of 4,598 
individu¬ 
als. 

L.C.P.I. 
courses 
included 
the follow¬ 
ing: Intro¬ 


Leadership Skills, Every 
Officer a Leader, Ethics 
and Integrity, Stress Man¬ 
agement, Domestic Vio¬ 
lence, and Resourcing for

As the titles of some of 
these courses indicate, 
L.C.P.L is responding to 
issues that have recently 
been brought to the fore¬ 
front of national concern 
through press coverage of 
the Littleton tragedy and 
other incidents of school 
violence as well as the var¬ 
ious police-involved shoot¬ 
ings that have been occur¬ 
ring. In dealing with these 
issues right here in 
Louisiana, the Institute’s 
focus is on prevention. 

Attorney General 
Richard Ieyoub has desig¬ 
nated L.C.P.I. as the deliv¬ 
ery mechanism for School 
Violence Prevention Train¬ 
ing throughout the state. 
Over 200 people have 
already been trained, and 
L.C.P.L instructors will be 
in each parish train¬ 
ing over 2,000 more 
involved individu¬ 
als, teachers, school 
board members, 
police officers and 
EMTs during 2000. 

In addition to 
providing school 
violence prevention 
seminars, the Insti¬ 


tute is providing fire arms 
training to law enforcement 
officers. L.C.P.I. has rec¬ 
ognized that one of the 
only ways to prevent police 
involvement in ques¬ 
tionable shootings is 
by putting officers in 
various controlled 
shooting scenarios 
before they find 
themselves in such 
situations on the 
street. The Judg¬ 
mental Shooting 
Simulator (JSS 
3000) is a computer- 
based electronic 
simulator with mul¬ 
tiple scenarios for enhanc¬ 
ing decision-making skills 
regarding weapon utiliza¬ 
tion. The JSS 3000 is 
making its rounds through 
Louisiana and will train 
thousands of law enforce¬ 
ment officers. 

L.C.P.I. gladly fulfills 
requests for workshops and 
training sessions from both 
in-state and out-of-state 
organizations. They are 
currently working with 
groups in Alabama, 
Arkansas and Mississippi.

The Spanglers had 
asked Christian earlier that 
afternoon if they could 
come back later on that 
day. According to the 
Spanglers, Christian said it 
would be fine, as long as 


Castille wasn’t working in 
the lab. 

While walking to the 
BE building, the Spanglers 
said they 
were 
stopped 
outside the 
north doors 
by Alice 
Green. The 
Spanglers 
said they 
were asked 
by Green 
where they 
were going. 
“We 

told her we 
going up to 
the lab,” 

Earl said. Green informed 
the Spanglers that they 
could not use the lab. 
According to the Span¬ 
glers, they returned to their 
apartment. The Spanglers 
claim they saw Green enter 
the building and walk 
down the hall as if she was 
going to the elevator or one 
of the ground floor offices. 
What the Spanglers didn’t 
see was Green walk back 
outside and use the emer¬ 
gency call box. 

According to the cam¬ 
pus police report, Green 
told campus police Officer 
Gilbert Wilson, that the 
Spanglers had shown up 
“acting crazy again.” 

Green said she used the 
callbox when no one 
answered the campus 
police cellular phone. She 
said she wanted an officer 
around for protection 
because the Spanglers liked 
to “intimidate others.” The 
report also stages that 
Green told Wilson that she 
was going to fire Jeanette 
on that following Monday. 

Unfortunately, it wasn’t 
over for the Spanglers. The 
following Monday, 

Jeanette and Earl went to 
campus police headquarters 


to talk to Chief Parker and 
review what they thought 
was one report. 

The Spanglers learned 
that Green had filed a

report after they left the 
previous night. Jeanette 
found out for the first time 
in the Green report that she 
was fired from her job. The 
Spanglers noted to Chief 
Parker that the reports were 
heavily biased against them 
and not one statement was 
taken from their side. 

The Spanglers asked 
Chief Parker if they could 
file a report or petition 
against the two reports. 


The Spanglers said Mills 
agreed that the police 
reports were biased, but he 
wasn’t going to defend one 
or the other. The Spanglers 
said Mills was neither 
interested in or helpful to 
their situation 


The Spanglers said Chief 
Parker said, “All we want 
to do is keep the peace.” 
The Spanglers said Chief 
Parker was unhelpful in a 
resolution. The Spanglers 
felt justice was denied for 
the sparing of paperwork. 

“I understand there are two 
sides to every story, but we 
were never allowed even 
that,” Jeanette said. 

That Monday after¬ 
noon, Jeanette went to 
Dean Charlotte Jones about 
her job and status on using 
the computer lab in the 
future.

Several days later, the 
Spanglers met with Provost 
Stuart Mills, vice chancel¬ 
lor of academic affairs, to 
discuss what actions could 
be taken for reconciliation. 

The Spanglers said 
Mills agreed that the police 
reports were biased, but he 
wasn’t going to defend one 
or the other. The Spanglers 
said Mills was neither 
interested in o r helpful to 
their situa¬ 
tion.
